with a falſe Date, if another were baſe enough 


to give one? le pauvre homme! He has given 
a very late and convincing Proof, how conſci- 
entiouſly and carefully, with how ſtrict a Regard 
to Truth, and how tender a Love of his Neigh- 
bour, he can act, on ſuch an Occaſion. 

Among other Scandals upon Mr. Mills in Mr.

Reverend Mr. Munday, complain'd of this, as 'twas his Duty 
to do, in the ablence of the Vicar, to the late Archbiſhop, ' 


His Grace juſtly moved with Indignation, bid Dr. Betreſ- 
worth, the preſent Dean of the Arches, write, enjo\ ning me 
ro make a particular enquiry into that Fact, which was 
rerm'd, 4 horrid Propranation of that Day, I did accordingly 


enquire when 1 return'd home (for I was abſent from Croy= 


den that Dy) and found that the marrer of Fact was true; 
not only a few, but a great number-of the Tnhabirants knew 
it; and atter ſome time, about ſeven or eight Perſons depo- 
ſed ic on Oath, before a Juſtice of the Peace, in the hearing 
of two Clergymen, and many others, What are become of 
the D-poſitions ; why a Copy of them was denyed, why no 
 Ditpleature that we can hear of, has been ever ſh:wn to the 
C-ontrivers and Offenders, your Lordſhip is as well able to 
determine as I; tis firmly believed by me. that the Fault 
did not lie in the late Archbiſhop, who ſhewed a great Indig- 
nation ar this outragions and unheard of *ff.ont of that Day 
on which we commemorare ſo great a Bleiſing rouchtat d to 
the World; I thought ir juſt and reaſonable, that the Chil- 
dren ſhould be adviled and reprov'd; that their Parents 
ſhould. promite to keep them from affronting thele folemn 


Feſtivals any more; that the Lovers of the Church of Eng- 


land (as here are many) Id have a Toleration, as well 


as the Diflenters ; that this Day of Sacred Memory ſhould. 


nor be thus turned into Ridienle. But *ris an unipeakable 
Afﬀi:tion, that ſuch a Wickedneſs fhonld ſhew it ſelt, and 
in ſo triumphant a manner that the Eſtabliſhment muſt nor 
be defended, for fear the Diſſenters ſhould be diſobliged. 
Bur if the Anthors and Contrivers of this Prophanation have 
eſcaped all Reproot, the Enquirers into the Fact, rho' com- 
manded, and the Witneſſes, rho' cited ſworr, have yer ſuf- 
fered. If the Offenders 75: off by Friends or Money, we to 
our Sorrow, were expos d to their Revenge fot being Inſtru- 
ments of that Fnquiry.
